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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented in pages 2 and 3 of 
the Response to Final Office action have been carefully reviewed but fail to be persuasive because Yoon et al. clearly discloses an 
interposer (10; column 21, lines 62-67) Including a substrate (18; column 21, line 64) and at least one dam (31 and 19 under the 
element 31; column 22, lines 17-25) including a plurality of adjacent, mutually adhered regions comprising the same material. 
Furthermore, applicant's argument against the dam (31 and 19) of Yoon et al., The American Heritage Dictionary of the English 
Language, Fourth Edition (2000, Houghton Mifflin Company) defines "dam" as "[a] barrier against the passage of liquid or loose material 
. . ." Thus, The dam is a feature that acts as a barrier against the passage of a liquid or loose material. Since the elements 31 and 19 of 
Yoon et al. act as a barrier against the passage of a liquid or loose material (50; see e.g., Fig. 2D, Fig. 15A and column 22, lines 9 - 25), 
a reasonable interpretation of the term "dam" includes the elements 31 and 19 of Yoon et al. Since the elements 31 and 19 of Yoon et al. 
are achieved by laminating the element 31 on the element 19 and the element 31 and the element 19 are formed by an identical material 
(column 22, lines 9 - 25), Yoon et al.'s dam (31 and 19) fully anticipated the claim limitation. 
For the above reasons, the rejection is maintained. 
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
